Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/9/04 has been 
considered by the examiner. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 17, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Golichowsk et al. (US 6,024,376 A). 

Golichowski et al. discloses a mobile carrier 10 capable of carrying a medical 
device comprising a platform 13 with an array of swivel wheels (or castors) 48,49, and a 
handle 12 connected to said platform by a hinge 31,32, wherein said handle is restricted 
from entering the plane of the platform by means of a stop 39 which leaves the handle 
at an angle relative to the platform plane, as shown in figures 1-8. Golichowski et al. 
does not disclose the angle of the beveled stop as being 15 degrees from the horizontal 
plane. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have beveled the stop of Golichowski et al. at any angle, including 15 
degrees, in order to stop the handle at an adequate height for a user. 
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With respect to claim 19, Golichowski et al. does not disclose flexible straps. The 
use of flexible straps for securing items for transport is well known in the art and 
therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have provided the cart of Golichowski et al. with flexible straps in order 
secure items on the cart for transport. 

With respect to claim 20, simply adding a third pair of castors is not patentable 
unless it produces an unexpected result and therefore it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have provided the cart 
of Golichowski et al. with an extra pair of castors in order to increase the support of the 
cart. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed. 

6. Claim 1 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
